summer vacation. A total of 1,SCS in- 
dividuals, or over SO per cent of all 
term-time applicants, secured employ 
iiient through the Bureau during the 
academic year, and 350 vcrc placed In 
summer racaiifn work.

Normal And Abnormal As- 
pects Considered by Dr. 
Bridges al Forum 

•'Personality is an artistic achieve- 
ment", declared Dr. .1. >V. Bridges in 
a Icciurc on 'Tersonality, Ji'ormal 
and Abnormal" at the People's Forum 
last night. 

•'Personality", began Dr. Bridges, 
"may be summed up as the sum total 
of all the mental and physical char- 
acterlslics of .*i human being and 
ihcir orcanizai;on. By gr?anizaiion 
is meant the working unity. Person- 
ality Is thus an organization depen- 
dent on an association of mental ide»s 
connected by contiguity of ■ time. 

"Xormal means the average of the 
population. Abnormal signifies a de- 
viation from the average and may 
be either socially desirable or un- 
desirable. 

Correlation Not Established 

"Personality has itS' physical and 
mental cbaracteristics. According to 
some psychologists, these character- 
istics are identified with each other 
but this correlation has not yet been 
established. In any ca.^e. mental pi'r- 
sonality is-the more liiiporlant of the 
two. 

"Mental personality has three us- 
pocts: Intellect, temperament .ind 
cliaracter. Each aspect is made up 
of components grouped in an organi- 
zation. Each is a product of heredity 
atid environment. Tiie jihyFlcul 
sli'ucture of tli<; I'oOy i^ -nliiM-itif 1 
Willie the intHsralions are acquired 
through experience, especially the 
complex ones. 

Capacity Interiled 

"Persons differ- in their cupacily to 
learn or to form Intoî-'ratloii!!. This 
cajiaviiy to li.urii is inlierlied and is 
called ijilelli;;'.'!!"'- Tii:!- plays a rule 
in the formation of all tlirrc aKiici iH 
of jiersonuliiy and may bir divliJed 
lijlo three classes. 

"Cogiiatlve IntelliKcnce functions In 
the acquisition of knowledge. Al'fei:- 
tive intelligence concerns Itself willi 
feelings and emotions and their ul- 
lacliiiiriit to deFiroH mid dislikes 
Motor iiil«'lll;;i')ii;e is iIh' tapaiiiy to 
acquire skill and lo «onliol jriiiiuL-cs. 
Iiilclliueucc is ail Innate yapao.ty 
uiid therefore cannot be nieuKurod 
Intelligence tests only measure actu- 
alities and not potenlialltiei!.

Jenness 

LIVE BY HUNTING 

Intelligent as White People 
But Savages Duo to Arctic 
Environment 

"Tho ?^sk!mos are the most cheer- 
ful people Jn North America," stated 
.Vfr. Diamond .Tenness, In a. lecture for 
children on '•Eskimos" last .Sa.turday 
afternoon In tho Montreal High 
.School. Mr. .fenno.'îs h.is mado an In- 
tensive study of tho Bsklmo race, and 
lived among them for some time in 
1913. He was adopted Into an TJskimo 
family, and durlnsr the lecture showed 
-several pictures of his adopte 
parents, brotiier.i and sisters, among 
rithi^r slides, which illustrated the 
country and people of which he spoke. 

Tho cheerfulness of the Eskimo Is 
especially surprising when one con- 
siders the conditions under which he 
llvfts, h". helicvss in his country, 
which 3tretche.=t eastw.ard from Alaska 
on the nothern part of America, to 
Labrador, there ia no vegetation, no 
natural resources that can be iitili.<>«d, 
such aa mines and forests. It follows 
that the Eskimos ara savages, al- 
though they are an lntftllig<;nt race. 
Lacks Civilized Elements 
The Arctic country does not contain 
the elements necessary to civilisation. 
The people are in about the same 
condition as the early English fore- 
fathers were, 3000 years before Christ, 
•A'lien they had no farm.-5 or mines, 
but were savages, with no culture, al- 
though they were just as Intelligent as 
people are today. At that time the 
Eskimos lived in tlie northeastern 
corner ot Asia. They migrated east- 
ward, gradually came across to

McGill And 
University of Montreal 

IN recent years, we liavo heai'd so much 
about race conflict in Europe that we 
have come to believe it is there, and there 
only, that l.ick of harmony exists. Yet 
Canada has her own race problems, (he 
principal one being the relationship be- 
tween the Fi-cnch and English. 

Now it happens that one aspect of this 
particular problem is present in Montreal 
with the University of Montreal and Mc- 
Gill, so close together geographically, and 
yet so far distant in natural relationships. 
True, enough, there is a certain amount of 
inter-change between French and Eng- 
lish Students in the two law faculties, 
professors from the two institutions meet 
together on joint committees, and now and 
jhen invitations to annual banquets are ex- 
'anged. And there the relationships ter- 
minate. 

If the mere,act of meeting were all that 
would result from better co-operation, 
then the effort would be almost value- 
less; actually the exchange of ideas and 
opinions which would take place naturally 
would be of great benefit to both. 

Difficulties crop up at once: the U. 
of M. students have, fewer organised clubs, 
the language question is often a barrier, 
and most important of all, the religions 
aj-e different; these' combine to make up 
the tradition of "unt/iuched abilitj'" in each 
university. 

In the face of nil this, we still insist 
that more intimate relationships could and 
should be developed. For beneath all this 
run common interests: interests in litera- 
ture, in history, in economics, in aspects of 
medicine, and in many other subjects, 
"Which could unite the two groups. As Eng- 
lish students we have much to gain by 
associations with them. 

We believe that McGill clubs and so- 
cities should talce the first steps by invit- 
ing groups of U. of M. students to t^teir 
regular meetings, and there encouraging 
them to contribute their opinions to the 
discussions. A few bi-linguists could be 
present to straighten out any difficulties. 

Already we hear the executives say- 
ing, '"It is all very well, but how could the 
lu-st groups be invited?" We suggest that | 
some of the former McGill students who j 
are now attending U. of M. be asked tu 
bring friends, to post notices, to approacli 
influential French student leaders. Also, 
the French student-s at McGill could be 
asked to co-operate. 

The start is the most difficult. The 
Daily has already placed one of its French 
reporters on a new TJ. of M. beat. Wliich 
organisation will be first to take the jxext 
step?

MANCHESTER.

The steam-roller of civilisation has not 
yet succeeded in obliterating the es.sential dif- 
ference between man and woman. That fact 
apart, Manchester has, I think, got almost — but 
not quite — as near euiialily of the .sexes as is 
possible in a University. Iii théir relations to 
the University, men and women arc on a per- 
fectly equal footing. Socially, they arc nomin- 
ally se])arated, being organised into two dis- 
tinct, self-contained and self-administered 
Unions. This latter is a sy.stein which, carried 
to extremes, wotilil l^e absurd, but in practice 
it works well, for there can be no doubt that 
women, left to govern themselves, show a .so- 
berer and more restrained outlook on life than 
men, and women being less numerous than Ihe 
men, some method is needed, of safeguarding 
the rights of the minority. The apparent gulf 
between the two Unions, moreover, is bridged 
by the existence of Joint Debates and Social 
Committees aiul numerous flourishing joint 
societies, not jrf mention official visits antl oc- 
casional iimoroiis sallies. So that in effect we 
combine the advantages of complete .social 
freedom iind etinality with those of separate 
administration. 

Opinions on tlio women of Manidicster 
University are various — some eulogistic, others 
.unpi'intable. These;, in the main, however, are 
mere .social chit-chat, the relations between 
the sexes being normally as sane and .sensi 
ble as could be wisheil for. The only, lack is 
a common ineeting-grouiid (I- speak territori- 
ally) for the members of the two Unions, antl 
this, without a doubt, is coining.

Prophesy' 



OUTSIDERS seem to take genuine delight 
in suggesting new courses of study to 
liarasstid university autliorities. Usually, 
promptings come from groups prejudiced 
in one way or another and their recom- 
;mendations nearly ahvays lack intelligence. 

At present there i.s .some discussion, 
among persons not connected with the uni- 
versity, about the establishment of chairs 
in International Relations and in Citizen- 
ship. At a staid, conservative seat of learn- 
ing like McGill the probability that either 
of the.se suggestions will be carried out is 
very remote indeed. The old hierarchy of 
professors will remain intact for some 
time yet; :^or the introduction of u Pro- 
fessor of International Relations would 
smack ^n some quarters of the Amex*ican 
...tendency towards the establishment of 
professorships in everything from moral 
philosophy to advanced hog calling. 

In European universilieB where the 
prolc.s.soriute has long included an instruc- 
tor in International Relations, there is a 
general feeling that the department under 
his control is a definite help in the develop- 
ment of students; and the discussion of 
current affairs which comes within

students |>ours into our lecluie-rooms and 
quadrangles; every year Ibe. harassed male re- 
treats in disorder before .some new feminine 
advance.

In a calendar recently issued by a 
European university instruction in the De- 
partment of International Relations in- 
cludes world history since the war; a min- 
ute study of most of the influences which 
have held sway in the past twelve years;

That such a course would be j)opuIar 
at McGill is beyond question. The Econo- 
mics Department attempts to sonje extent 
to make up the deficiency and students 
themselves do something toward that end 
in the various clubs whose business it is to 
watch the development of international 
affairs.

America, and settled In Iho Arctic 
Circle, where Ihe.v havo lived In pcacti 
over since. Ignorant of the rest of Iho 

worlil. 

In :ippcaranee some of Iho Kskiiiios 
,iro very inucli like white people, wllh 
skin ne:trly as while as theirs. Othor.s 
^•llh d.arkcr skin, rcscmblo negroes, 
o.\cept for their hair, which is very 
straight. Cithers again look IlUc the 
(."liinoso, and h:ive a yollow-llnged 
skin. The woinen taltoo themselves In 
order to look more beautiful. 
' No Sun in Winter 

AVintcr in the .Arclle Is very long, 
and during the months it lasts the 
sun is never seen. The days are 
marked by n slight coloring of thé 
southern sky at about 9:30 In tho 
morning, Tho color Uccomes brighter 
toward twelve o'clock, then starts to 
fade again, till by four In the after- 
noon it Is quite' dark. To offset this, 
In tho summer the sun never goes 
down. 

As there are no trees, and very little 
vegetation, and it is impossible to 
prow anything, the K.'^klmos h.avc to 
depend on tho wild animals, caribou. 
Grizzly bears, seals and fish for food 
and clothing. Thus their chief "occu- 
pation Is hunting for seals in the 
winter, fish in the spring and 
caribou during the summer. Tho seals 
are harpooned through small holes 
which they make in the ice in order 
to breathe. 

In tho eat-ly spring fish are cough I 
through holes dug Jn the ice, which 
Is generally about sixteen foot thick. 
Later, when the ice bre.iks, the fish 
come up the rivers in shoals and are 
caught, with spears. Caribou liunting 
in the summer is very dangerous, as 
the Eskimos have no weapons except 
their bows and arrows; these, on 
account of the scarcity of green wood, 
are often made out of dry wood and 
are accordingly rather untrustworthy. 
Another summer occupation Is the 
hunting of .sejtls In boats. Tho Eski- 
mo boats, called kayaks, arc Ingeni- 
ously made of Kcnlskln, shaped like 
small eaii'jcs, .■iiid ' ovciol tightly 
wilh room for only one perHoii, :ind 
made air-tight so that when I hoy 
overturn, they iminodiatcly right 
tlieinsclvcs again. 

Clothing from Skins, 
The clothing of Ihe Ksklmoa l.s en- 
tirely, made from I In; tjltliiK ami fll^^s 
of the animals they pilch and kill. It 
consists In sumnicr of a suit of cari- 
bou skin with the fur turned inwards, 
and big sealskin boots with wide 'tops 
which are very useful for carrying 
away the thlng.-j whidi they soine- 
tinies steal, in winter a second suit Is 
svorn over the first, siiiiilur lo it ex- 
cept that the fur Is on the outside. 
The clothes |0£ the men and women 
are much alike, but the women's coats 
have wide slioiildeis, giving the 
sleeves a "leg of mullon" aiipeaiiince. 
They are decorated by the use of 
several kinds and colors of fur. The 
costumes differ sliglity In different 
reylons. 

As there i.s no wood or stone, the 
houses are made cjf snow, cut In laiKc 
blocks, while cubes of clenr fresh- 
water Ice form the windows when 
tliuro aro any. Skin lents are used in 
111.; .•iummcr. Travelling I» dono sonie- 
uiiios by boat, bill generally Willi a. 
,vlod and dog team In tho winter, 
while ill Hummer tlie pco|>lo travel on 
fool, carrying their goods on their 
backs. , 

Mr. Jeimoss concluded Ills speech 
wllh an appeal for support, for Iho 
Kskimo race. Their populallon has 
decreased through disease, from 15- 
00 to 7000, 80 that Uioy need any aid 
UiaL can l)e given, ho titates. In a 
commercial way alono, they aro very 
Important lo civilized people for 
over a. million dollars worth oC fura 
àio received from them each year. 

Al tho close of Mr. Jcnncss' address 
a series of inpUon pictures depleting 
the llfo of the Kfilfiinos was shqwn. 
This was the first time that these 
pictures, which were taken by the 
famous cxp/orer Sir Hubert "yvUklns 
bel.wecn 1914 and 1018, liavo Ppop 
shown publicity.
